FLOYD  WILSON  BAKER  (Infielder) 


Dorn  Luray,  Virginia,  October  10,  1919 
Bats  Left  and  Throws  Right;  5'  9”,  165  lbs. 

Baker  started  in  pro  ball  with  Mayfield  of  the  Kitty  League  in  1938.  He 
saw  service  with  the  Browns,  White  Sox  and  Nationals  before  coming  to  the 
Red  Sox  on  May  12,  1953.  "Bake”  was  a  member  of  the  pennant-winning 
Browns  of  1944.  On  July  14,  1949,  he  tied  the  American  League  record  by 
participating  in  three  double  plays  at  third  base.  At  second  base  in  1952 
Floyd  had  but  two  errors  in  329  chances  for  a  .994  mark.  His  hobbies  are 
bowling  and  handball.  During  the  off  season  he  works  as  a  TV  salesman  in 
Youngstown,  Ohio.  Baker  is  married,  has  a  son  and  daughter.

Bats  and  Throws  Right;  6'  1",  175  lbs. 

At  McGill  High  School  Bolling  was  a  baseball  and  All-State  basketball 
player.  He  also  played  three  years  of  American  Legion  ball.  Milt  is  now  in 
his  senior  year  at  Spring  Hill  College.  He  was  signed  to  his  first  contract  with 
Roanoke  by  George  Digby,  Red  Sox  scout,  and  in  1949  was  selected  on  the 
All-Star  team  in  the  Piedmont  League.  Recalled  from  Birmingham,  he  joined 
the  Red  Sox  September  5,  1952.  Last  season  he  missed  about  a  month  of 
play  because  of  a  foot  injury.  A  brother  Frank,  infielder  with  Buffalo  last  year, 
is  with  the  Detroit  Tigers.  Bolling  finds  time  to  work  in  an  insurance  business 
in  addition  to  his  studies.  He  is  married,  has  a  young  daughter,  and  makes 
his  home  in  Mobile,  Alabama.

Born  Cedartown,  Ga.,  October  27,  1924 
Bats  and  Throws  Left;  6‘,  190  lbs. 

Discharged  from  the  Navy  after  four  years  service,  Bob  signed  his  first 
contract  with  St.  Augustine  of  the  Florida  State  League  in  1947.  He  batted 
.333  in  77  games  with  Fayetteville  in  1948  and  moved  to  Portsmoulh.  "Dusty” 
recalls  hitting  the  winning  home  run  for  Portsmouth  in  the  last  inning  of  each 
game  of  a  doubleheader  against  Norfolk.  Acquired  by  Nashville  following 
the  1950  season,  he  was  selected  by  Louisville  and  his  contract  was  purchased 
by  the  Red  Sox  in  October,  1953.  Broome's  other  sports  interests  are  hunting, 
football  and  fishing;  and  his  hobby  is  collecting  old  coins.  He  is  married,  has 
a  son,  and  during  the  off  season  works  at  his  trade  as  a  plumber  for  the  city 
of  Summerville,  Georgia.

Bats  and  Throws  Right;  6'  2",  180  lbs. 


Brown  played  American  Legion  ball  and  attended  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  before  entering  the  Army  Air  Force  in  1943.  In  1946  he  was  signed 
to  a  Roanoke  contract  by  Bunn  Hearn  and  later  optioned  to  Durham  of  the 
Piedmont  League  where  he  won  15  in  a  row.  In  1951  with  Seattle,  he  won  16 
and  lost  6  to  help  his  club  win  the  Pacific  Coast  League  crown,  and  racked 
up  three  more  wins  in  the  playoffs.  His  contract  was  acquired  by  the  Red 
Sox  in  February,  1953.  Last  season  he  had  beaten  every  club  in  the  league 
by  July  12.  "Skinny's"  hobbies  are  golf,  fishing  and  hunting.  He  is  married, 
has  a  young  daughter  and  has  continued  to  make  his  home  in  Greensboro.

Consolo  is  a  graduate  of  Dorsey  High  School  in  Los  Angeles  where  he 
won  many  athletic  honors.  He  was  chosen  on  the  All-Star  baseball  team  in 
1950,  '51  and  '52;  selected  Player  of  the  Year  in  1951  and  '52;  Athlete  of  the 
Year  in  1952  and  received  the  Helms  Athletic  Foundation  award.  Bill  played 
American  Legion  ball  with  the  Crenshaw  Post  715  and  captained  the  1951 
National  Champions.  He  was  first  string  guard  on  the  high  school  basketball 
team  and  a  sprinter  on  the  track  team:  clocked  for  the  100  in  10  flat.

Damman  attended  high  school  in  Lewiston,  Idaho.  His  other  sports  were 
basketball  and  football.  He  entered  professional  baseball  as  a  member  of 
the  Brooklyn  organization  in  1948;  and  was  selected  by  Birmingham  from 
Billings,  Montana,  of  the  Pioneer  League  in  December  of  1949.  With  Birming¬ 
ham  in  1950,  Lew  hit  home  runs  in  three  consecutive  times  at  bat.

Born  Durant,  Oklahoma,  January  20,  1917 
Bats  and  Throws  Right;  6'  2",  200  lbs. 


Dobson  was  signed  to  his  first  contract  by  Grover  Land,  Cleveland  scout, 
while  playing  semi-pro  ball  around  Tucson,  Arizona.  He  established  league 
record  for  pitchers  with  156  consecutive  games,  April  26,  1939  to  September 
24,  1943,  before  making  first  major  league  error.  Joe  signed  as  a  free  agent 
with  the  Red  Sox  in  January.  In  his  previous  eight  seasons  with  Boston  he 
won  106  and  lost  72 — his  major  league  totals  are  137-103.  In  the  1946  Red 
Sox-Cardinals  World  Series  he  won  a  complete  game — pitched  a  total  of 
12-2  3  innings  without  allowing  an  earned  run.  Dobson's  hobbies  are  golf  and 


hunting.

Bats  and  Throws  Right;  6'  2",  180  lbs. 

Walter  is  perhaps  better  known  in  baseball  by  his  nickname,  "Hoot".  He 
played  high  school  ball  at  Collinsville,  Illinois,  and  was  a  star  at  the  University 
of  Illinois  in  four  sports — baseball,  basketball,  track  and  tennis.  Evers  was 
signed  to  his  first  pro  contract  by  the  late  "Wish"  Egan.  In  1950  he  estab¬ 
lished  the  American  League  record  for  outfielders  in  fielding  percentage — 
.997.  Walter  joined  the  Red  Sox  on  June  3,  1952.  He  has  played  in  two 
All-Star  games.  "Hoot's"  hobby  is  fishing.  He  spends  the  winters  in  Braden¬ 
ton,  Florida,  with  his  wife  and  two  daughters.

Bats  and  Throws  Right;  6’  4",  195  lbs. 

Flowers  played  American  Legion  baseball  around  Wilson,  North  Carolina, 
his  present  home,  attended  Atlantic  Christian  College;  was  signed  by  Bunn 
Hearn  and  pitched  for  Roanoke  in  1945.  His  contract  was  purchased  by  the 
Red  Sox  from  Louisville  in  October,  1950,  Optioned  briefly  to  Baltimore  in 
1953,  Ben  was  recalled  June  II.
